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GOVERNMENT 

INSURANCE 

It Is Offering It To The Men 
In Part Payment For Their 
Services. 

The Government is now conduct- 
ing an active campaign to urge and 
influence the men who have been in 
the service to continue their Govern- 
ment Insurance and for this purpose 
have stationed men -in all the larger 
cities to give information and advise 
to the men. Ensign McNeff, U. S. N. 
R. F. is representing the War Risk 
Insurance Bureau in Kentucky, with 
headquarters at the Navy Recruiting 
Station, Louisville, Ky. 

The Government is doing a won- 
derful work in" offering this Insur- 
ance to its former fighting men and it 
is from no selfish motives. It is off- 
ering it to the men in part payment 
for their services which were rend- 
ered during the war and the men 
should realize that it is a valuable 
right and privilege which once thrown 
away can never be regained. 

During the war the men were giv- 
en what is called Term Insurance 
which they may carry for a period 
of five years after peace is declared 
with the privilege of converting, with- 
in that time, into six standard forms 
of policies viz. Ordinary Life, 20 
Payment Life, 30 Payment Life, 20 
Year Endowment, 30 Year Endow- 
ment and Endowment maturing at 
age of 62. The rates on these new 
policies are the cheapest that have 
ever been offered for the reason that 
there is no expense attached to it. 
All expenses being paid out of a sep- 
arate fund and in addition to being 
low the Government will pay divid- 
ends, which no doubt will be subs- 
tantial, for the same reason. All of 
the clauses of these policies are the 
most liberal than can be made and 
for which no extra charge is made. 
One feature in particular is the dis- 
ability clause, which protects the men 
for the entire life of the policy, which 
in the case of an ordinary life or 20 
or 30 payment life would be for the 
whole of life. The disability may 
occur at any age and if permanent 
the Government will waive premiums 
and pay the policy holder $5.75 for 
each thousand of insurance carried. 

The Government during the war 
had on its books some 4,500,000 men 
with a policy value of $38,000,000,000 
everaging $8,000 for each man. It is 
the hope that most of these men will 
retain and it is a patriotic duty for 
all to see mat our former fighting 
men continue this insurance.

Say Owensboro And 

Louisville Highway 
Is Now 



Louisville. Ky.. May 23— Delegates 
from Jefferson. Breckinridge, Han- 
cock, Daviess. Henderson, Union, 
Livingston, Webster, McLean and 
Ohio counties at a meeting at the 
courthouse presided over by County 
Judge G W. Newman, of Hancock, 
reported that funds were being raised 
in their counties which assures the 
building of the river route road be- 
tween Louisville and Owensboro, 
which project is backed by the 
Louisville Automobile club. The route 
which is not mentioned at yesterday's 
session, will probably be discussed at 
the next meeting to be held in Owens- 
boro, June 10. 

Judge Newman, who is chairman 
of the Ohio River Road association, 
and Rodman Wiley, state highway 
commissioner, announced that by July 
1, federal funds to aid building in 
Kentucky would have been used to 
the amount of $600,000, leaving $900,- 
000 of the federal funds remaining 
for construction during 1919 -1920. 

The benefits derived from patrol- 
ing the roads in Jefferson county 
were shown to a number of county- 
judges and road engineers yesterday 
during an inspection trip given under 
the suspices of the Jefferson i 
fiscal court.

Ti-.e purchase price and the expense 
of keeping t're bi-lls are distributed 
among the members of the associa- 
tion acording to the number of cows 
owned by each. It is easily seen what 
an assessment of $10 per cow (a- 
inounting to $1 a year for ten years) 
will do in providing good bulls. 
Such bulls build up his dairy herd 
and increase the production of milk 
without increasing his expense. Farm- 
ers belonging to bull associations, 
when questioned regarding the value 
of these societies, estimated that the 
use of bulls belonging to the organ- 
ization increased the value of the off- 
spring in the first generation from 30 
to so per cent, with an average of 
M per cent. 

A good bull's influence on the herd 
will be noticable for many genera- 
tipns. Likewise, the damage done by 
an inferior bull will be equally great. 
No other argument should be nec- 
essary to convince every owner of 
dairy cows that he should join a bull 
association.

Order seeds, fertilizers and other supplies in plenty of 
time before they are tc be used. 

Plan ahead for each pari ictilar job. If planting corn is 
the job, see that the planter is in working order, that there are 
doubletrees and a neck-yoke on it, that there is an oil can, and 
monkey wrench, and tbe seed corn is ready. 

In going to the field to plow, always take an extra plow 
point, also a wrench to put it on with. This will save a trip to 
the house, or to town to get a new point. 

Kvery farmer should carry a memorandum book in his hip 
pocket. To this should be tied a short lead pencil and in it 
should be set down I list of jobs to be done on rainy days and 
parts of days, ready at a moment's notice. The good farm 
manager never loses time from field work in good weather by 
doing indoor work that could just as well be done at times 
when bad weather makes work in the field impossible.

LEARNING TO BE A CIVILIAN 

Discharged British Soldier Testifies 
That He Finds New Feeling 
Out of Uniform. 

Is the glamor of uniform wearing 
off? 

After three years of service clothes 
I hove Just spent my first dn.vs In 
elvlllnn attire. Surprising' to tell. 1 
believe I hnve met with more civility 
out of uniform than In It. "R. O.** 
writes In the continental edition of the 
London Mail. 

Two possible solutions of this re- 
markable attitude occur to me. The 
first Is thai most officers nppenr to he 
rather stern and stand-offish In uni- 
form. The other solution, nnd per- 
haps an eqnnlly probnhle one. Is that 
the public Is Retting tired of seeing 
so many officers going about aimlessly 
with apparently noihlng much to do 
except to spend money ami kill time. 

Naturally, I suppose, when I first 
went out In "civvies" I had the In- 
grained Inclination to snlute all su- 
perior officers I met and to prepare to 
take salutes from the ranks. It took 
me the best part of a day to overcome 
this Impulse. 

The "sir" hnhlt was very strong, too. 
On my first morning as a civilian I 
had to see a colonel at the war office 
on business— business In which our 
standing was at least equal— nnd I 
Immediately "sirred" him, of course. 
Force of habit, pure and simple. 

Again there Is the matter of running 
after an omnibus or across the road — 
In uniform one tries to make a point 
of not doing these things. Now, how- 
ever, when "example" has not longer 
to he considered. I find It practically 
Impossible to chase an omnibus or 
flee from an oncoming taxlenb. The 
Instinct Is against doing so. 

Apparently It Is lust as necessary to 
relearn how to be a civilian ns It 
once was to learn how to be a soldier. 



Protecting Airplane Propeller*. 

An aluminum plating for airplane 
propellers has been devised for the 
purpose of protecting the wood from 
the Influence of the weather, which 
has been a serious problem heretofore. 
The plating Is a thin leaf which Is In- 
corporated In the finish of the propel- 
lers, and the Idea wus develop by 
the forest products laboratory at 
Madison, Wis., and placed In produc- 
tion by the war department. The 
process Is practically 100 per cent ef- 
fective In preventing absorption of 
water, particularly In the storage 
stage. A French authority states thut 
80 per cent of the French propellers 
produced are rejected by the pilots 
mainly because they are out of bal- 
ance. This difficult Is due largely to 
unequal absorption or distribution of 
moisture and can be greatly reduced 
by an effecti ve water-prootina co«tin»

Oepartment of Agriculture Haa Been 
Making Observations in Its West- 
ern Projects on Utilisation 
of Field Crops.

"t!utn shoe" farming for ham nnd 
bactM production does not presuppose 
»\>b-footed hogs. It merely means 
lhat Irritation ns practiced by some 
*< stern farmers Involves conservative 
use of moisture for production of for- 
iKe crops which may be harvested di- 
rectly In the fields by the porkers. The 
wine industry In the rubber-boot coun- 
try has been subject to periods of ex- 
pansion and depression. One cause Is 
lack of knowledge ns to the possibility 
of using certain irrigated field crops, 
and ns to the value of these crops when 
inensured in terms of pork production. 
If full udvantnge Is taken of the wide 
range of feeds available to swine grow- 
ers on Irrigated lands, pork production 
can he conducted more extensively, nnd 
with more assurance of success. 

Irrigation fnrtners interested In pork 
production hnve had to rely on results 
obtained In nonlrrlgated sections, and 
applied to localities where web-footed 
crops grow. This lack of definite In- 
formation was especially noteworthy 
In the case of field crops, which In 
other sections of the country are pas- 
tured hy hogs or hogged off. Hence, 
since 1012 the department has been 
making observations In Its western Ir- 
rigation projects on the utilization of 
Irrigated field crops as hog pasture. 
These Investigations Include pasture 
tests with 140 lots consisting of 8.TM 
hogs pastured on alfalfa, sweet clover, 
field peas, and mllo. 
Alfalfa Needs Supplementary Ration. 

Pasturing alfalfa with hogs has been 
demonstrated a satisfactory method of 
utilizing the forage, nnd one of the 
cheapest ways to produce pork. How- 
ever, to obtain satisfactory results, 
the alfalfa pasture must be supple- 
mented with some carbonaceous feed, 
such as a 2 per cent ration of corn, 
barley, mllo, wheat, or shorts. Under 
such conditions one good ncre of good 
alfalfa pasture will produce, with rea- 
sonable surety, about 2,500 pounds of 
pork a season. Exceptional gains, as 
high as 4,292 pounds an ncre. were, 
reported in the case of one lot of hogs 
pastured on alfalfa, and given n 3 per 
Cfnt supplementary ration of* corn. 
Naturally the gains on alfalfa depend 
on the size and quantity nnd quality 
of the supplementary feed. It Is poor 
policy to try to make pork on nlfalfa 



feed. 

Hogs on alfalfa pasture, supplement- 
ed with about a 2 per cent ration of 
corn, barley, wheat shorts, or mllo, will 
consume from 250 to 350 pounds of 
grain for each hundredweight of gain. 
In general the grain requirement In- 
creases as the hogs get larger. The 
feeding values of corn, barley, shorts, 
and mllo as supplements to alfalfa pas- 
turage are so nearly Identical that the 
choice among these side dishes should 
on prices, cultural adaptability, 



Where the grain Is to be grown by 
the swine raiser, preference usually 
la given to corn, barley, and the grain 
sorghums, depending upon the adapt- 
ability of these crops to local condi- 
tions. An acre of good alfalfa pasture 
supplemented with a 2 per cent ration 
of grain will support 2.500 pounds of 
hogs duVlng the entire growing season. 
The carrying capacity of alfalfa pas- 
tures Increases rapidly with greater 
grain allowance, and It varies some- 

thc rate of crop growth. 

According to specie lists of the Unit- 
ed States department of agriculture an 
acre of good nlfalfa pasture, If sup- 
plemented with a 2 per cent ration of 
corn, or barley, will rapport six to 
eight sows and 50 to 70 sucking spring 
pigs for about 00 days In early summer, 
during whirl, the pigs should gain from 
28 to 30 pounds apiece. 

Sweet Clover Often Valuable. 

A few tests have been conducted to 
try - out the value of tweet clover aa 
hog pasture, and the results have 
proved that this crop cannot be regard- 
ed as a rival of alfalfa. However, on 
soils which are too wet or too salty 
for alfalfa, the Irrigation farmers find 
sweet clover a valuable forage crop. 
Rubber-boot farmers are coming to ap- 
preciate hogged-down corn and field 
peas ss a desirable combination for 
pork production, in that it saves labor, 
produces satisfactory gains Id the bogs, 

slve tests of "hogging corn" reported 
in the bulletin show gains of from 183 
to 1,048 pounds an acre of corn when 
no supplementary feed was provided, 
and from 330 to 1,877 pounds an acre 
where the corn was supplemented with 
other feed. It is estimated that la 
these tests an average of about 400 
pounds of com was required to pro- 
duce 100 pounds of gain when no sup- 
plement was used, as compered with 
an average of 409 pounds when the 
corn was not In combination with for- 
age, late alfalfa pasture, or rape. Al

To My Friends in Breckinridge 
County: I am now in West Trier, 
Germany, getting along fine. Corp. 
Noble and I have been attached to 
the Seventh Corps Leave Aerea. We 
don't know how long we will be at 
this place, but we can say it sure is 
a nice place. It is about ten minutes 
ride up to Trier, from this camp 
where we are now on a street car. 
We can get a pass most any night 
we wish to go to town. We were in 
Trier, December and January. Mov- 
ed to Luxenburg, to a little town by 
the name of Scheumiler. We were 
there one month, then moved to 
Oberkerschen stayed there a little 
over a month, and were then sent to 
the Seventh Corps Leave Aerea, to 
releave some of the 89th Division so 
they could go home. We were a- 
mong the first drafted boys to land 
in France. We have been over here 
one year today. (April 24, 1919) Have 
hiked all over France and through 
the edge of Belgium and are in Ger- 
many now. So we would like to 
Jand in the U. S. A. some time in 
1920, for we feel we have done our 
bit. We went into the trenches a- 
bout the last of June, and was there 
continually until the Armistice was 
signed. We were looking to go over 
the top at any time when we re- 
ceived the good news that the Arm- 
istice was signed and we were a 
happy bunch of boys. There were 
lots of flares shot up that night, red, 
white and blue. 

I will always remember the morn- 
ing of the fourteenth of October, 
when we went over the top in the 
Argonne forest. Corp. Noble was 
wounded in the left arm, by a ma- 
chine gun bullet. He was in the 
hospital one month. I was sure glad 
to see him get back with the Com- 
pany. The 5th Division has been 
working on a problem for some time, 
we have just found out, that they 
were trying to solve a way to drain 
the ocean dry so the fifth Division 
could hike it home. We have al- 
ready hiked a little over 400 miles, 
with full field equipment. So I 
think we can make it if they get the 
problem solved out. Well I am in 
| the K. of C. tonight, all the boys 
I seem to be having a pretty good time. 
One of the boys is playing the piano. 
I remain as ever your friend. Pvt.
